THE Tories celebrated one of its 
biggest wins in the county when it 
seized control of Ashford South 
from Labour... after 36 years. 

County council elec¬ 
tions last Thursday 
caused a political 
earthquake across 
Britain as Labour took 
a memorable beating. 

And in Ashford well- 
respected Councillor 
Derek Smyth was one 
of many casualties as 
18 of the 20 Labour 
county councillors in 
Kent lost their seat. Winner: Jim Wedgebury 
He said: “I got a feeling on the doorstep when 
I was canvassing that things were not going 
my way This was the toughest election I have 
ever had to fight. Westminster dominated the 
headlines and there was a lot of resentment 
about what was going on. That combined with 
people’s concerns about the economic situation 
made a lethal cocktail for me.” 

The Conservatives last won the seat in 1967. 
The result in the division was also heavily 
influenced by the fact that the British 
National Party fielded a candidate in the area. 

The neo-Nazi party managed to take 396 
votes in Ashford South which was won by the 
Conservatives with a slender 290 majority 
Winner Jim Wedgbury, who is already a 
Conservative councillor on the borough council, 
said: “I’m sure if it was not for Derek’s personal

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Challenging 
times for new 
chief executive 


THE council is on the hunt 
for a new chief executive to 
guide it through the credit 
crunch. 

The job for the top officer at the 
council came up for grabs when 
David Hill, the current post holder, 
announced he was leaving the coun¬ 
cil in April. 

His new job is a similar position in 
Milton Keynes. 

At a meeting of the council’s 
appointments committee the mem¬ 
bers agreed to hire recruitment con¬ 
sultants GatenbySanderson to help 
find the best candidate. 

According to the Taxpayers 
Alliance, Mr Hill’s salary for the year 
2007-08 was £117,015. 

The committee agreed to maintain 
the current salary package as well 
providing a relocation deal. 

The chief executive is responsible 
for the day-to-day running of the 
council. It is a key role for the bor¬ 
ough, especially as the town has to 
deal with many of the changes 
required by Government because of 
its targeted growth status. 

The person will also be taking over 
the council at a time when the down¬ 
turn in the economy means ever 
tightening budget constraints and 
possible cutbacks on council services. 

Members discussed options other 
than appointing a chief executive but 
in the end it was decided to stick 
with the current role. 

In recent years salaries of top exec¬ 
utives in local authorities have risen 
in order to attract top candidates. 
Swale council’s latest top officer now 
takes home £130,000 plus bonuses. 

The job description for the Ashford 
job says the successful applicant has 
to ‘provide strong managerial leader¬ 
ship, motivating and inspiring the 
council’s staff in ensuring that all 
members of the council are fully sup¬ 
ported in their various roles and that 
council policies are effectively imple¬ 
mented in order to achieve the

authority’s strategic and corporate 
objectives as efficiently and economi¬ 
cally as possible.’ 

As head of the paid service, the role 
also requires the candidate to repre¬ 
sent the council on some official occa¬ 
sions as well as being returning offi¬ 
cer at elections and preparing its 
emergency planning. 

David Hill will be leaving his post 
in July.

popularity my majority would have been 
larger. It will be a steep learning curve, but 
I’m looking forward to working with all the 
community. 

“It shows that just because a seat is seen to 
be safe, it can change hands. That is a lesson 
for councillors of all political persuasions.” 

Mr Smyth did not rule out that he might 
stand again for the seat. 

He said: “I have been the councillor here 
for 11 years; I will miss it. If I was asked by 
the Labour Party to stand again, I would be 
happy to do it. The Labour vote has 
remained strong and is a good base for the 
future. You have not seen the back of us.” 

Many candidates had seen on the doorstep 
the public’s disillusionment with politics 
caused by the MPs expenses scandal. 

Outraged 

Conservative Mike Hill, who retained his 
seat in Tenterden, said: “At this time when 
people are worrying about their jobs, they 
are outraged at what has been going on. 

“I often had the response from people say¬ 
ing that they are not going to vote because 
all politicians are the same.” 

Elsewhere results were as expected with 
Lib Dem member George Koowaree 
returned in Ashford East and the 
Conservatives holding the remaining five 
Ashford borough seats with Elizabeth 
Tweed returning to represent Ashford 
Central, Mike Angell, Ashford Rural South, 
Andrew Wickham taking Ashford Rural 
East, Richard King back in Ashford Rural 
West and Mike Hill in Tenterden.

EURO WOES 

LABOUR'S failure to win any extra European 
seats for South East England contributed to 
the party's disastrous set of election results. 

The Conservatives were first polling 812,288 
votes, UK Independence Party (UKIP) was 
second with 440,002, Liberal Democrats third 
with 330,340 and the Green Party fourth with 
192,592 votes - an 8.2 per cant share. 

There was no change in the number of 
seats won by the five biggest parties in the 
region, but Labour's share of the vote was 
down 5.4 per cent and the Green Party was up 
3.8 per cent. 

Peter Skinner remains the region's only 
Labour MEP following a set of results that 
saw the Conservatives retain their four seats, 
the UK Independence Party (UKIP) keep its 
two, Lib Dems have two seats and the Green 
Party retain its one. 

The anti-Labour vote elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try saw the party slip behind UKIP into third 
place nationally, with the Tories top. 

Conservatives Daniel Hannan, Nirj Deva, 
James Elies and Richard Ashworth will all rep¬ 
resent the South East in Europe for another 
four years. 

UKIP leader Nigel Farage kept his seat and 
will be joined by former European Commission 
chief accountant Marta Andreasen. She 
replaces the outgoing independent Ashley 
Mote, who was elected as a UKIP member but 
had his whip removed in 2007 after being 
found guilty of benefit fraud. 

Caroline Lucas remains the Green Party's 
European representative for the South East. 


Blind and partially-sighted are still 
unhappy with shared space scheme 


ASHFORD council has defended the new shared space 
scheme after a demonstration was held by blind and par¬ 
tially-sighted people at the weekend. 

The demonstration in Bank Street on Saturday was part 
of the National Federation for the Blind’s Pavement Day. 

Jonathan Ward, from the Kent Association for the 
Blind, said: “This is a new scheme, but there are still a 
number of things that need to be addressed to help blind 
and partially-sighted people. 

“As a sight impaired traveller, if you use a cane or a 
guide dog you need kerbs to distinguish what is the road 
and what is the pathway. You also need somewhere safe 
to cross the road where you can control the traffic.” 

The concept aims to improve road safety by allowing 
traffic and pedestrians to intermingle with one another 
and reducing speed limits. 

However, blind and partially-sighted residents have 
voiced concerns about being able to make eye contact 
with drivers; a key element of making the concept safe. 

Ashford Borough councillor and chairman of the 
Ashford Access group Michael Claughton, said: 
“Throughout the project there have been specific disabil¬ 
ity/accessibility meetings to discuss the scheme design 
with representatives from Ashford Access, Tunbridge 
Wells Access Group, Guide Dogs for the Blind and Kent 
Association for the Blind. 

“As a result of these consultations a range of additions 
to the scheme were implemented to provide blind and 
visually impaired pedestrians with confidence when 
using shared space. 

“The Ashford Local Access group was also involved in a 
workshop held to consider the needs of vulnerable people 
who might have access difficulties. 

“While Kent County Council has listened to our

concerns and has met them where it has been able to it is 
important that we continue to engage in ongoing dialogue 
with all disability groups.” 

More towns around the country are taking up the con¬ 
cept of shared space for the street schemes. 

Judith Armitt, managing director of Ashford's Future, 
the body created to promote the town said: “The shared 
space project has brought a major improvement to the 
town centre and raised the standard of design to our 
urban streets. 

“I believe few residents would prefer to go back to the 
four-lane race track with its ugly barriers which cut off 
our town centre. 

“The county council led scheme is a first for the UK and 
has put Ashford on the map. There have been no report¬ 
ed injuries since the shared space scheme opened in 
November 2008.

EVERY morning at 5am, 71-year- 
old carpenter and painter Denis 
Frain sets out on a gruelling train¬ 
ing schedule. 

He leaves the comfort of his cottage beside 
Woodchurch Windmill to complete either a 10- 
mile bike ride or a five-mile hike around the 
village, carrying a heavy backpack of bricks 
and timber. 

He is determined to get super fit for an epic 
sponsored challenge to support the Royal 
British Legion. 

As one of the last batch of national service¬ 
men he spent two years with the Durham 
Light Infantry. For the past decade he has 
proudly been the Woodchurch Legion branch 
standard bearer. 

Now he has been selected as one of 14 men 
from England to compete in an epic trek. 

He said: “I read about the wartime escape 
route out of France across the Pyrenees to 
Spain called The Freedom Trail that took 
thousands of Allied servicemen and women to 
safety. 


“Sadly many others were betrayed and shot 
by the Germans.” 

Every year a select few people are chosen, 
after pledging a minimum sponsorship of 
£1,000, to walk the Freedom Trail with 
French walkers, mountain rescue volunteers 
and expert guides who take them up 8,300 feet 
in the snow, on a four-day ultimate test of 
endurance. 

Along the route they attend memorial serv¬ 
ices for those that perished during escape 
efforts. 

From July 7, Denis faces covering 50 miles 
of tough terrain carrying a 351b pack with his 
tent, clothes including thermal kit, and food. 

As they follow the route of escapees they will 
pass the site where a Halifax bomber crashed 
in July 1945, with the loss of seven crew.

This is not his first endurance challenge. In 
the 1990s he was one of four cyclists who rode 
in a non-stop relay from the village to John 
O’Groats raising money for the parish church.

AN age gap of 40 years splits two 
very different artists trying to make 
their first steps in the unpredictable 
world of the music industry.

Council to use public art as 
means to help town grow 

HIGH quality public art is being championed 
by the council as a key way of promoting the 
town and helping with its growth plans. 

The council has announced that it is launch¬ 
ing a strategy which will go out for consulta¬ 
tion in the borough. 

Public art consultants RKL have been com¬ 
missioned to guide the council on how to 
develop a sustainable public arts strategy that 
integrates artists’ and crafts people’s skills, to 
creating new spaces and regenerate old ones.

Growth Area 
Funding of £40,000 has been secured to help 
deliver the strategy although there are no 
financial implications for the council.

QUESTION & ANSWER 


Q How long have you had connections with Ashford? What 
do you think of the town? 

A Whilst Ashford is not my birthplace, I feel 
veiy much at home having spent over 40 
years here. Ashford is a mixture of the good, the 
bad, and the ugly, I leave the readers to decide 
which areas they apply to! 

Q Can you tell us something of the history of the Bybrook 
Centre? 

A The history of the bam is long and colourful. 

The garden centre started in 1975 in the 
bam that is now the Harvester. At the time it 
had been derelict for a long time and had 
reached a sad state of decay. The old bam was 
bought along with the surrounding waste- 
ground and, with little money but a lot of enthu¬ 
siasm new life was breathed into one of 
Ashford's ancient buildings. Major surgery was 
needed on this cmmbling bam, with its sides 
bulging, most of its roof having collapsed and 
rotten timbers. Having restored it, we turned it 
into a garden centre and eventually larger 
premises were needed. Ashford’s old mgby club 
came on to the market due to the extension of 
the M20. This was purchased and the centre 
you see today is the result. 


How did you get into the business? 

A I was originally a dairyman with our own 
milk business; cream, butter, yoghurt mak¬ 


ing, bottling and selling milk. As doorstep 
sales began to seriously decline owing to the 
volumes sold by supermarkets, I decided I 
should try a different occupation. 

Q Where do you get most of your plants from? Is it diffi¬ 
cult to have to look after such a wide range of plants and 
keep them in good condition for customers? 

A Practically all our plants come from lead¬ 
ing British growers. Two nurseries grow 
almost exclusively for us, and we have a great 
qualified and dedicated team that look after 
them. They pride themselves in the care and 
quality of what they sell. 


| j ] Would you say there are any trends in what people want 
in their gardens at the moment? 

A There is a movement towards growing 
your own - especially vegetables. With the 
economy in decline and food prices rising, 
more families have decided to have a go. It’s 
surprising what you can grow in a very small 
area, even patios and balconies can produce a 
welcome source of fresh produce, with a few 
tubs and planters. Why not try some runner 
beans against the wall behind the rose bed, or 
some lettuce etc in amongst the bedding 
plants? 

Q You also have other businesses on the site, such as a pet 
shop and a model airplane business. Why is that? 

A Bybrook Bam has always catered for the 
whole family, providing something for 


everybody. It’s this versatility that has helped 
make it successful. Young children will enjoy 
the lake and pets, teenagers the radio-con¬ 
trolled cars and helicopters and the elderly the 
crafts etc. The site is disabled-friendly and 
people can spend some quality time browsing 
or merely enjoying a tea or coffee in the restau¬ 
rant or by the lake. 

Q What do you think is the most important thing you can 
give to your customers? 

A What you want when you go shopping - 
attention and service, feeling that staff 
appreciate you as a customer. Whilst we don’t 
always get it right, we do try to achieve it. 

Q I notice that you have won awards from the Royal 
Horticultural Society. How did that happen? 

A As mentioned earlier our staff are motivat¬ 
ed, professional and dedicated and give 
their best in what they do. It didn’t just hap¬ 
pen, it took hard work, knowledge and skill as 
proved by the awards they have received. 

Q lf you had not got into this business what other career 
path might you have chosen? 

A I had ambitions to be a vet and although I 
was offered a place at Wye College my par¬ 
ents were unable to afford the fees. However, I 
don’t think there’s a better occupation than the 
one I do now. The people are great, the work so 
varied and seasonal in a healthy environment, 
working with nature. What more could one want!

'We owe you our freedom' 


NICK AMES reports from the 65th anniversary 
celebrations of D-Day, held in Normandy, where 
war veterans were joined by world leaders to 
remember the day the liberation of Europe began

FOR probably the last time they 
assembled on the beaches. 

The heroes of Normandy, 1944, who stormed 
the German positions and liberated France 
from the yoke of Nazi oppression. 

At the weekend the dignitaries all assem¬ 
bled - US President Barack Obama, Prince 
Charles representing the Royal Family and 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 

But the day truly belonged to those veterans 
who took part in the momentous events of 65 
years ago - and for all too many of them they 
realised it was the last time they would all be 
back together. 

Bearing the British standards on the beach 
at Arromanches were members of the 
Ramsgate Branch of the Royal Naval Assoc¬ 
iation and the Deal Branch of the Royal 
Marines Association. 

“It was lucky we brought our standards,” 
said Ramsgate chairman Ron Williams. 
“Otherwise we British would have been a bit 
under-represented.” 

The group had met early on Saturday morn¬ 
ing at various spots in Kent before making the 
arduous journey to Normandy by coach. 

All service veterans, they had come to pay 
their respects to the fallen at a parade along¬ 
side the beach which was taken by British 
troops on the day itself. 

Tom Thaxter of the Royal Scots Fusiliers 
remembers the events of 65 years ago. 

“I left 173 of my friends buried here,” he said. 
“It’s an emotional occasion - probably the last 
one of its kind with so many of us passing 
away each year. I was wounded in the left leg, 
just after we landed, the right leg outside 
Berlin, and the eye in Palestine. But so many 
of my friends didn’t make it at all.” 

Charles Giles, from Margate, is president of 
the local naval association. 

He said: “It’s true there are fewer and fewer 
of us. I was on a destroyer working on charts 
off the beaches and I saw them go in. I have 
admired their bravery ever since.” 

A few miles away, US President Barack 
Obama spoke at Omaha Beach, where the 
Americans landed. 


He said the bravery and selflessness of a few 
changed the course of a whole century. 

The Allies suffered 215,000 casualties on D- 
Day and in the Normandy campaign. 
Germany suffered similar losses as the Allies 
fought desperately up the beaches and in to 
the French countryside to form a bridgehead. 

Speaking at the US war cemetery in 
Colleville-sur-Mer, Mr Obama said it was the 
sheer improbability of the D-Day victory that 
had made it so memorable. 

He said: “Friends and veterans, what we 
cannot forget - what we must not forget - is 
that D-Day was a time and a place where the 


bravery and selflessness of a few was able to 
change the course of an entire century. 

“At an hour of maximum danger, amid the 
bleakest of circumstances, men who thought 
themselves ordinary found it within them¬ 
selves to do the extraordinary.” 

Speaking before Mr Obama, French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy thanked the Allies 
for their efforts in liberating France and the 
rest of Western Europe. 

“I want to say thank you to the survivors of 
this tragedy who are here today with us... we 
owe you our freedom,” he said. 

Mr Brown was booed by a small group in the

waiting crowd and one person shouted: 
“Where’s the Queen?” 

But he got a laugh from some members of 
the audience when he referred to Omaha 
Beach as “Obama Beach”. 

The French government previously denied it 
had intended to snub the Royal Family after 
failing to invite the Queen to the commemor¬ 
ations, with Prince Charles travelling to 
France after a last-minute invitation. 

Mr Brown gave a speech in which he praised 
“men of courage and bravery”. 

UK Chief of the General Staff, Gen Sir 
Richard Dannatt, told the veterans: “I know 
that I speak on behalf of all soldiers, all over 
the world, when I salute the focus, determina¬ 
tion and professionalism of all of you and your 
comrades who stormed into northern France 
from the air and from the sea in June 1944.” 

Earlier, Mr Brown and the prince laid 
wreaths inside Bayeux Cathedral during a 
service organised by the Royal British Legion.

Well, he said 
look for work but when you’re a kid looking for 
something to do is your job. 

I don’t think kids need to be regulated and

I joined things 
like judo and youth clubs but after the first 
couple of times I would be bored and much 
rather be out kicking a ball around the recre¬ 
ation park with my mates or annoying adults 
by frankly being a nuisance. (Actually my

The Julie Rose is a great facility but that 
doesn’t get away from the fact that it has to be 
paid for. Athletics is never going to be that pop¬ 
ular among the wider population except dur¬ 
ing the Olympics.

EMMA Thompson has a 'couldn’t 
care less’ attitude that makes her 
irresistible - and her next move 
will see her bowing out of the lime¬ 
light for a year. 

With her latest film, Last Chance Harvey 
released on Friday, Thompson is now finishing 
filming the second Nanny McPhee movie, 
which she has written and stars in. Then the 
two-time Oscar winner intends to reward her¬ 
self with a break, having turned 50 in April. 

“It is a big milestone,” the actress says. “It is 
one of the biggest because when you reach it 
you can say ‘I’m going to be a naturalist now’. 
You can say whatever you want. 

“Funnily enough, my great friend, the actor 
Derek Jacobi, recently turned 70 and I said, 
‘what was that like compared to 50 or 60?’ 

“He said, ‘it’s veiy different. At 50 you can do 
what you want, at 60 you have to do what you’re 
doing - at 70, you have no choices left’. So with 
a view to making the right choices, I’m taking a 
year off. It’s my birthday present to myself.” 

While other more insecure stars would be 
fearful of people forgetting their name, 
Thompson is ready to embrace a period of 
calm: “As an actor and writer, sometimes I 
think you have to stop creating and let your 
brain relax. I think it hones the appetite.” 

Despite her advancing years, Thomspon still 
retains a youthful spirit that drives her on. 

Last year she was caught by paparazzi danc¬ 
ing around a lamp-post, her designer dress 
hitched up as she flashed her legs and pulled 
faces for the cameras on the way home from 
the after-party for the Brideshead Revisited 
premiere in London.

Our pre-theatre meal was at Sticky Fingers, 
an American-style diner in Philimore Gardens, 
Kensington, owned by Rolling Stone Bill 
Wyman. Funky, bright and welcoming, it was a 
pleasant place to eat and refreshingly priced for 
a celebrity haunt. The excellent food presented 
true value for money - having ordered the 
ribs for £14.45, we were presented with a 
massive rack that made a proper meal, 
while the smoked chicken cobb salad at 
£12.95 was equally substantial. 

The Lyceum Theatre is a short walk from 
Temple or Covent Garden tube stations and 
we were glad we had booked, as there were 
long queues outside the box office. 

Anticipation was palpable in the theatre 
as the curtain went up, with many audience 
members already discussing plot and char¬ 
acters with fond familiarity. Recreating the 
much-loved figures from the mega-hit ani¬ 
mated movie would have been enough of a 
challenge, without the sprawling setting of 
the African plains to contend with as well. 
But any fan of the original would not have 
been disappointed with this respectful, cre¬ 
ative and colourful production. 

The breath-taking opening scene features 
possibly the film’s best-known song, the 
anthemic Circle of Life, accompanied by a 
truly remarkable collection of creatures. 
Displaying awesome ingenuity with set and 
costume design, the award-winning produc¬ 
tion conjures up giraffes, rhinos and even a 
small elephant. 

Wisely perhaps, the costume designers 
have gone for rather abstract approxima¬ 
tions of animals for the main characters, 
though some actors are more encumbered 
than others. The young Simba, our tale’s 
fledgling hero, wears little more than a tail 
to depict his lion identity in the first half. 

Imaginative, thrilling and unexpectedly 
moving in places, the show was hugely 
entertaining. It never scrimped on the visu¬ 
al effects to convey The Lion King’s exotic 
setting and more dramatic episodes, while 
one enormously atmospheric scene - in 
which the adult Simba converses with his 
late father - drew audible gasps from the 
audience. 

The film’s memorable score has been 
expanded so the show now boasts 15 songs.

Student digs 'good bet 
during credit crunch' 

RESEARCH has found that student 
accommodation is still attracting 
investors. 

Estate agents Savills discovered rental 
growth and high occupancy rates contin¬ 
ued to attract investors into the digs sec¬ 
tor, though the ‘limited availability of 
appropriate investment vehicles risks 
frustrating attempts by individual 
investors to benefit from the sector’. 

The average rents for purpose-built 
student housing (PBSH) grew by five per 
cent between 2007/2008 and 2008/2009, 
with 7 per cent seen in the capital. 

Demand for PBSH continued, despite 
the economic downturn, with under¬ 
graduate applications up by 9 per cent 
for 2008/2009. 

Savills also found that the number of 
new students was outpacing the new 
supply of accommodation by a factor of 
ten nationally. 

Jacqui Daly, director of Savills 
research, said: “High demand, low sup¬ 
ply growth, rising rents and high occu¬ 
pancy rates make student accommoda¬ 
tion an investment vehicle of choice dur¬ 
ing uncertain economic times. 

“An underlying supply/demand imbal¬ 
ance points to a robust outlook for the 
sector, while the strengths of the busi¬ 
ness model mean that capital values 
have not fallen to the same degree as 
other commercial or residential real 
estate.” 

Rental levels may have 
hit bottom, say experts 

ACCORDING to the FindaProperty 
Rental Index, May saw property rental 
prices remain steady, leading to cautious 
optimism that rental prices may have 
reached the bottom. 

For the first time since August 2009, 
property rental prices did not show a 
month-on-month drop. 

The average monthly rent remained at 
£819, although this is 5.5 per cent lower 
than the same time last year. 

Houses and flats continue to react dif¬ 
ferently to the rental market conditions. 

There has been a fall in the supply of 
rental houses which is leading to a mod¬ 
est increase in rents being demanded, 
say analysts. 

They add that there is a rising number 
of flats available, leading to a fall in 
rents. 

A rental property is now on the market 
for 65 days, up 16 days on this time last 
year. 



THE property market has been 
boosted by news that house prices 
have risen for the second time in 
three months. 

Nationwide’s monthly figures for May 
showed that house prices rose by 1.2 per cent, 
taking the annual decline to 11.3 per cent - a 
sharp improvement from 15 per cent. 

The findings are the latest in a market 
which has become more optimistic in recent 
weeks, following an unprecedented gloomy 
start to the year. 

But Nationwide warned that what it called a 
‘spring bounce’ in prices does not necessarily 
signal the last of the house prices falls. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief econo¬ 
mist, said: “Although the short-term trend in 
house prices has clearly improved from where 
it was at the beginning of the year, it is still too 
early to say that the market is turning defini¬ 
tively. 

“During the downturn of the early 1990s, 
there were many months during which prices 
rose, only to fall back down again in subse¬ 
quent periods. 

“Nonetheless, the improvement in house 
price trends is consistent with signs of stabili¬ 
sation in several other economic indicators 
and suggests that any further price declines 
may occur at a less rapid pace than in 2008.” 

Other evidence of an upturn in the market

has been spotted by market analysts in recent 
days. Michael White, chief executive of online 
mortgage adviser Email Mortgages.com, 
added: “Those looking for further evidence of 
green shoots will point to increased first-time 
buyer activity in the market, positive noises 
from estate agents and the recent Rightmove 
average asking-price figures, which also 
showed an increase. 

“However, the fact remains that it is very 
early days to be suggesting a full-blown recov¬ 
ery in the UK housing market.” 

The upward movement of house prices could 


HOMEOWNERS overestimate the value of 
their homes by more than £35,000, according 
to research by Abbey Mortgages. 

It discovered that the average homeowner 
estimates their home to be worth £190,175 - 
an overestimation of £37,280 compared with 
the Land Registry house price figures, which 
put today’s average house price at £152,895. 

Despite falling house prices, homeowners 
across all regions overvalued their homes. 

Those living in the East and South East 
were the most optimistic, estimating their 


be explained by a recent stabilisation of the 
ratio of sales to unsold stock, as published by 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
Nationwide said. 

But with unemployment still rising and 
credit conditions remaining tight, experts say 
demand is likely to remain low for some time, 
while supply will be constricted as sellers are 
reluctant to put their home on the market 
when prices are depressed. 

If demand starts to rise while supply levels 
stay low, prices could begin to rise again. 

“For the moment, however, it is unclear how 
the balance between supply and demand will 
ultimately work through in the coming 
months,” Mr Gahbauer said.

The British-built crossover entered the 
UK new car top 10 for the first time (see 
below) moving 73 per cent more units 
than in May, 2008, and claiming more 
than six per cent of the market.

Optimal Avensis' rakish 
style shows classy touch 



THERE’S no hiding place in the 
family car sector today 

‘Mondeo Class’ contenders must battle on 
image and style as well as value, having seen 
a once huge market share hunted down by 
4x4s, MPVs and executive class rivals. 

So Toyota’s latest Avensis gained a big hike in 
style and quality to add to past attributes - reli¬ 
ability, value and practicality. Sharp, aggressive 
new lines show how dated the previous car had 
become, while the hatchback option has been 
dropped to leave a straight choice between 
classy saloon and Tourer (estate) - Toyota 
reckons the latter will now take half of sales. 

I can’t argue with that after a week with a 
high-spec 2.0-litre T4 (£20,410 - Tourer prices 
from £15,760); the car is sharp-suited yet loses 
little in practicality and drives better than 
before, helped by an extended wheelbase and 
track within similar overall dimensions. 

It is also economical thanks to the Japanese 
motor giant’s ‘Optimal Drive’ engine technolo¬ 
gy, crucial to designing the brand’s tiny IQ city 
car, but now filtering through to larger models 
through low friction components, lighter and 
more compact design elements and enhanced 


combustion, bringing better emissions and 
economy yet delivering more power and driv¬ 
ing enjoyment. 

With tougher times here, this mix of style 
and money-saving technology should help 
keep the Avensis high in customer satisfaction 
surveys, though not yet threaten German 
executive rivals. Nevertheless, the Toyota 
looks and feels upmarket with the Tourer 
highlighting the current trend for divergence 
between the roof line and rearmost window 
frames to deliver a racy rear end with excel¬ 
lent headroom. The cabin is gimmick free and 
passes the touch test for quality, but can seem 
character-less - the £600 optional panoramic 
roof fitted to our car is a cure. 

The 150bhp 2.0-litre petrol fitted is respon¬ 
sive and refined and a slick six-speed manual 
shift allows an average of around 40mpg - 
unheard of at this capacity only a few years 
ago - but a new highly-rated 145bhp 1.8-litre 
sister is likely to be the preferred option for 
this fuel and the 2.0 and 2.2-litre diesels will 
surely dominate sales. 

The Avensis chassis is set up more for ride 
comfort than tight handling, but can still be 
caught out by poorer surfaces.

The Nuts and Bolts have called off a 
pre-season friendly with Hythe Town at 
Reachfields on August 1.

Barham slumps 
after solid start 
at Welsh Open 

A DIFFICULT third round extinguished 
Benn Barham’s hopes of a top-20 finish at 
the Celtic Manor Wales Open. 

The Ashford golfer went into the event at 
the 2010 Ryder Cup course confident, after 
recording one his best-ever European Tour 
finishes, a tied fourth place, at the tourna¬ 
ment last year. 

Barham started well and ended day one 
firmly in the top-20, after carding a two- 
under-par opening round of 69. 

A second round of one-over kept Barham 
in the hunt and ensured he would make the 
cut to compete in the final two rounds. 

However, a troublesome third round saw 
the Chart Hills golfer slump down the 
leaderboard.
